METEOR. 


Our Celestial Visitor of Saturday 
Evening Last. 


The Observations _Compared---Results 
Arrived At. 


The extraordinarily brilliant meteor which 
passed over this section about a quarter before 
9 o’clock last Saturday evening was observed by 
| Persons in several different places, who have 

— in accounts of the phenomenon. Some of 
ese reports give the course of the stranger- 
visitant with considerable accuracy, and others 
only vaguely. Enough has been gathered from 
the comparison to enable us to trace its actual 
path in the heavens with reference to the earth, 


character of the object. 

The Rev. Robert Beer, of Valparaiso, Ind., 
writes us that its course was from a pointalittle 
north of east, and about 55 or 60 degrees above 
the horizon, tn a direction a little north of west, 
and fora distance of about 40 degrees. A cor- 
résporident of the Chicago Times reports that at 
Battle Creek, Michl, it passed from the constel- 
lation Ophiucus, some distance above Jupiter, 
and disappeared a few degrees west from Leo. 
The Hon. W. H. Wells, Mr. A. M. Simmons, Mr. 
C. T. Fenn, and others, saw it from Chicago, 
and describe it as appearing to start from the 
head of the Dolphin, about 25 degrees above 
the horizon, and a little to the south of east, 
then to pass upwards to near Gamma in the 
Swan, disappearing there, at an altitude of 
about 50 degrees, a little to the north of east. 
A correspondent of Taz Tams at Clinton, 
Ia., saw it in the east, moving nearly parallel to 
the horizon; and an observer at Indianapolis 
saw it among the stars of GCassiopea, low down, 
a little to the east of north. it was visible as 


far east as Toledo, 

A comparison of these conditions, which vary 
according to the place of the observer, enables 
us to estimate, roughly, that the object passed 
across the United States on a line which es 
nearly through Berrien, in Mich , and thence 
across the lake, trending several degrees to the 
north of west, Its nearest approach to the 
surface of the earth was not leas than 60 nor more 
than 70 miles. 

Several observers state that the meteor disap- 

ared with an explosion, but the greater number 

id not see it explode. e main y of the ob- 
ject undoubtedly passed on its Joursex through 
apace, but the outer portion was probably disinte- 
grated by the intense heat engendered in passing 
thro our atmosphere, and fell towards the 
ground in fr ents, It could scarcely be other- 
wise; so that the body exploded in reality, though 
not in the sense in which some of the observers 
used the term, 

The meteor was a very brilliantone. It lighted 
up the sky like the glare of a calcium light: the 
intensity bei several times greater than the 
light of the full moon. It may be thought that 
taking this into the account we 1 gain some idea 
of the size of the meteor, which s 


At ordinary temperatures, and —— by re- 
ve en 
at least 60 yards in diameter; because 
half a yard of diameter for each mile of distance is 
the least size that can be perceived by the ordinary 
vision. But where the body ise seif-luminious this 
condition does not hold . Still. making allow- 
ance for the effect of intense illuminating power, 
due to very great heat, we can scarcely conceive it 
ssible that the object was (is) not at least a yard 
a diameter, and it may be much more than that.

Two 
sets of altered conditions were the necessary con- 
sequence. Its fight was impeded, and its velocity 
diminished by the impact, while the attraction of 
the earth drew it downward“ from the path it 
would otherwise have pursued. A few miles 
nearer to coincidence of path, and the earth's at- 
traction would have been powerful enough to ab- 
sorb the wanderer to her own boeom. As it 
is, the nal orbit is destroyed beyond ro- 
pair; the little planet being sent of ina 
new direction into ce, with an altered axis of 
revolution, and a different period around the sun. 
But the concussion with our, atmosphere has 
wrought other changes, affecting the integrity of 
the mass itself. From being scold body, chilled 
nearly to the temperature of the interplanetary 
spaces, it became heated by air friction to a tem- 
perature of more than 2, 2 aud thus be- 
came so luminous as to be visible to us. The 
air through which it passed also became so in- 
tensely heated as to be self-luminous after the lit- 
tle planet had left the neighborhood of the incan- 
descent air. The mass itself. after having lost a 
portion of its exterior by the unequal expansion 
due to so sudden a change of temperature, passed 
out into space, probably in a vitrified condition, to 
be rapidly cooled down far below our artificial zero 
of temperature. ' 
The Tomtnosit of the path of the metedr was 
largely due to the incandescence of the particles 
which were stripped off in the p e through the 
upper air. Their light was visible for many min- 
utes, and the apparent position of the track chang- 
ed in the sky by the slow sinking of these incande- 
scent particles, combined with the fact that the ro- 
tation of the earth carried them away from the stars 
in the background of the etherial vault beyond.

Lord High Admiral. 


A project has been mooted for making the Duke 
of Edinburgh Lord High Admiral. “With thie view 
a return has been obtained from the Admiralty giv: 
ing the names of every person since 1600 who 
had the administration of our naval affaira, The 
title of Lord High Admiral has only been seven 
times in use. % fret holder of it was James. 
Duke of York, who was appointed in 1681 forskil), 
bravery, ‘and distinguished services in the Dutch 
war. Th 1684 Charles II. assumed control over the 
navy, but in the following year the management 
fell to the Duke of York on his accession to the 
throne as James II. In 1702 the Earl of Pembroke 
was Lord High Admiral. He was supplanted, 
however, by Prince George of Denmark. For 
more than one hundred years the office was in com- 
mission. In 1827 the Duke of Clarence was made 
Lord High Admiral, and, having seen service un- 
der Lord Rodney, was not so incapable as some of 
his successors. Byng. 22 wke, Kepple, 
Howe, and Jervis had all won their victories before 
they were allowed to preside at the Admiralty.

It will be well remembered that, at the 

time of the gathering of the Democracy of

Resolved, That this Convention does explicitly 
declare, as the sense of the American people, that, 
after four years of failure to restore the Union by 
the experiment of war,—during which, under the 
pretense of military necessity or war power higher 
than the Constitution, the Constitution itself has 
been disregarded in every part, and public liberty 
and private right alike tredden down, and the ma- 
terial prosperity of the country essentially im- 
paired, —justice, humanity, liberty, and the public 
welfare demand that immediate efforts be made for 
a cessation of hostilities, with a view to an ulti- 
mate Convention of the States, or other peaceable 
means, to the end that at the earliest practicable 
moment peace may be restored on the basis of the 
Federal States. 

As soon as the statement was made public | 
Mr. Manton Manx, one of Trupen’s strik- 
ers, made haste to contradict it in the fol- 
lowing letter: 

New York, June 22.— Ferry H. Smith: Your 
telegram has been shown me. Gov. TILDEN was 
not the Chairman of the Platform Committee of the 
Chicago National Convention in 1864. Jans 
Gurung, of Kentucky, was. Gov. TILDEN op- 
posed, in committee, that portion of the resolution 
saying: After four years of failure to preserve the 
Union by war, etc. He got it struck out, and 
even refused to agree to the resolution as amended. 
It was then irregularly restored. Gov. TILDEN, at 
all stages, refused th agree to the resolution, and 
sent a message by me to Gen. McCLELLaN, advis- 
ing him to discard it in his letter of acceptance. 
Gov. TILDEN, moreover, made a speech in the 
New York delegation against an armistice, which 
was briefly reported by me in the New York World, 
and is correctly cited by the Courier-Journal. I 
was personally present in the New York delegation, 
and all meetings of the Committee in the adjoining 
room. (Signed) MANTON MABBLE. 

The publication of the above letter has led 
to a closer examination of the records of that 
Convention, from which it appears that 
Manton Mannrx was right in one particular, 
namely, that Titrpzn was not Chairman of 
the Committee, the Chairman being Mr. 
Gurung, of Kentucky. Beyond this unim- 
portant fact, the record falsifies Mr. Man- 
nus letter and commits Trou to the reso- 
lution as we have printed it. The record 
shows that on the second day of the Conven- 
tion, when the report of the Committee was 
called for, Mr. Guruxre stated it was not 
ready, being in the hands of a sub-commit- 
tee for revision, but that the General Com- 
mittee were unanimous in their views, and 
that they believed peace could be maintained. 
Mr. TD followed Mr. Gururm in the 
declaration: I wish to add that, upon the 
adjournment of the General Committee, 
there was no dissent among the mem- 
bers.” Mr. Brown, of Delaware, one 
of the Committee; said: There is 
not the slightest dissension among 
us; We have been a unit from the first.”

Sub-Committee have agreed upon the only 
portion of the platform which by any possi- 
bility can divide this party.

In the light of such resolutions as these, it is 
not difficult to understand the support of the 
Chicago Times. If Henpricns had been 
nominated it ceuld have howled louder for 
him because he was in favor of secession. It 
can support TILDEN as a peace man without 
any difficulty, since TW DAN and the Times oc- 
cupied the same ground during the War.

The newspaper organ of the system of 
doing business by the aid of bounties im- 
agines that it is severe and crushing when it 
prints paragraphs like the following : 

As regards the value of the protective system to 
this country, the editor-in-chiefof Tun Trigun 
long ago truly said: Every time this country has 
tried free trade it has been followed by a disastrous 
financial convulsion; and every time it has tried 
protection it has enjoyed comme prosperity 
and rapid growth in national wealth, completely 
refutingall Frée-Trade theories on the subject.” 


We pit that logic of experiment against the oppo- 
sité view expressed by Tux Tarnsuns a few days 


ago. : 
Had the person referred to as the writer of 


the above quoted language had before him 
the experience of 1873, and thé years that have 
followed, he certainly would have written no 
statement so lamentably deficient in the log- 
ic of experiment. The protective system has 
been in full blast ever since 1862, and in 1867 
received its final perfection. In 1873 came a 
prostration and paralysis of business, pro- 
duction, and labor, such as the world had 
never witnessed. This prostration and par- 
alysis cannot be in any sense attributed to a 
low tariff, or to any Free-Trade theories. For 
six years preceding the panic the United 
States had a protective tariff unequaled in 
magnitude and success of its protection by 
any tariff previously known to civilization. 
The artificial wealth it had engendered, the 
seductions it had offered capital to withdraw 
from slow but legitimate production to en- 
gage in manufactures in excess of the limited 
market, the speculative mania it had en- 
couraged, had all produced an unnatural con- 
dition of affairs. Short-cuts to wealth be- 
came the general rule, ‘while the broad 
road of thrift and toil was abandoned to 
the few. Then came the crash. The 
bottom fell out of speculation. The mill- 
ions of fictitious so-called securities ceased to 
have any value; ten thousand and more miles 
of railway, built and operated on credit, so far 
as they were productive became incum- 
brances on the land they occupied. The in- 
substantial disappeared from sight, and pro- 
tection ‘was illustrated in closed mills and 
furnaces, in the enforced idleness of a half- 
million of operatives, with a suspension of 
wages, poverty, destitution, and want, fol- 
lowed, as Mr. Ketuxy states, by forcing the 
hardy laborers and mechanics to take to the 
highway and become tramps, preying upon 
the property of other men, and desperately 
seizing food where they could get it. This 
is the logic of experiment, in the matter of 
protection. The reform of this great evil is 
near athand. Itis one of the abuses which 
will be reformed underthe change of Admin- 
istration,—when under Harzs’ Administra- 
tion the whole system of dariff and finance 
will be settled not as mere party questions, 
but as questions of national interest. The 
whole bounty business, which has become a 
great national abuse, will have to be reform- 
ed; the parental system will have to be ex- 
tirpated, and the commerce, and production, 
and the labor of the country must be disem- 
barrassed of class regulations and special re- 
strictions, except so far as the demands of 
the nation for revenue may require. 


THE BELENAP IMPEACHMENT. 

Prof. Gotpwin Sirs, in a recent letter 
which he pnblished in England on American 
affairs, recommended among other things 
that trial by impeachment for official crimes 
should be abandoned in favor of a law more 
explicitly defining official and political 
offenses, and providing trial and punishment 
as for other offenses against the law. The 
force of this recommendation is very aptly 
illustrated by the large amount of time ex- 
hausted in the preliminary arrangements and 
pending trial of ex-Secretary of War Bet- 
xnaP. The pressing public business of the 
nation is left to wait and suffer while seveaty- 
four United States Senators, sitting as a High 
Court of Impeachment, and several members 
of the House acting as Managers, are devoting 
themselves, at a cost of several thousand 
dollars a day, to 2 1 man 
who virtually confessed his it when 
it was first brought Nome 16 him, 
and who is under indictment before 
a criminal court for his acceptance of a 
bribe.

conviction by the Court of Impeachment 
can do in the present case is to disqualify 
BetxnapP from further holding office, and 
the likelihood of his ever obtaining any more 
political honors must be conceded to be very 
remote in any event. Had he clung to his 
office and insisted upon impeachment as a 
means of vindicating himself in the most 
conspicuous manner before the country, 
there might have been some excuse for the 
present trial before the Senate; but, when 
he voluntarily resigned his place, resisted 
‘impeachment all he could, and js only out 
on bail to await a common criminal prosecu- 
tion,—being now a private citizen in not 
very good standing, —it is exceedingly doubt- 
ful whether all the expense, and trouble, 
and attention are. not wasted upon 
such very small game. If he had 
been an officer of the Government, 
elected by the people, whose removal could 
only be compassed by this means, tlie case 
would again have been a different one; but 
he was a subordinate of the President, sub- 


| 


‘ject to immediate removal if he had not vol- 


untarily stepped down, and also subject to 
criminal prosecution,—which, indeed, was 
promptly begun against him. : 
There seems to be little doubt that the 
House Managers will have made out a case 
Beixnap, though the evidence on his 
behalf is yet to be heard. Mansu’s testimony 
before the Senate is the same as he gave be- 
fore the House Committee, and the corrob- 
orating circumstances appear to be conclusive 
that Berxnar used his appointing power for 
personal profit. Massen testifies that there 
was no understanding between him and BxL- 
xar that he should pay the latter for his ap- 
pointment, but that he did pay a part of 
the proceeds to the first Mrs. Bexxnar, 
also to the second Mrs. Bruxwap, and 
also to Bretxnap himself while the latter 
was Secretary. The circumstance that there 
was no explanation made by Mans where 
the money came from, or what it was paid 
for, is about as conclusive against BLXNAT 
as if the two had gone over the matter every 
time the money passed hands. The infer- 
ence is that Betxnarp knew what the money 
was paid for, and did not need to ask any 
questions. The other evidence with refer- 
ence to the general management of the 
post-traderships is a further blow at BM 
NAP which his defense will scarcely be able 
to counteract. But the results of a convic- 
tion will hardly compensate for the dreadful 
waste of time and money it will have re- 
quired. The disgrace that BNLXNar will 
suffer from this conviction will not be as 
much punishment to him as confinement in 
a common jail or Penitentiary like any other 
felon, and the warning to future officials not 
half so, effective as the other punishment. 
Whatever may be the issue of the case, it should 
suggest to the next Congress (the time left 
to the present Congress being otherwise pro- 
vided for) to pass a law defining official mis- 
feasance more strictly, and providing for its 
prompt punishment er conviction in the 
courts; and then to limit trial by impeach- 
ment to the President and Vice-President, 
and the United States Judiciary appointed 
for life. The process is too slow and costly 
to serve for all manner of officials. 


TILDEN’S SPEECH. 

The speech of Tum to the Committee 
which formally notified him of his nomma- 
tion was in one sense adroit, but was of- 
fensively egotistical. He assumed that his 
personal character and abilities had left the 
Convention no other course to follow than 
to nominate him, and he accepted the nomi- 
nation as a personal tribute and as a recog- 
nition of his superior merit and qualification. 
In his remarks he more than once congratu- 
lates the coyntry upon his nomination. 

Of course, he would not be Tum if he 
did not remind the country that he was an 
experienced reformer. He states the issue 
of the election to be administrative reform, 
and with characteristic modesty claimed that 
the Convention had, in nominating him, 
merely declared in favor of the adminis- 
trative reform with which events had asso- 
ciated mz in the public mind.” Proceeding 
still further, the old man’s vanity again 
broke out in saying to the Committee, I 
am not without experience of the difficulty 
and labor of effecting administrative reform; 
and again that the routine duties of his office 
have been light compared with his labors to 
reform the State Government, “‘of which I 
have been the Executive head.” He gravely 
tells the country that, if elected, it will not 
be a holiday for him, but the assuming of 
great labors as a reformer. 

There never was a more unblushing pre- 
tense than that TD has been or attempt- 
ed to be a reformer in New York. When he 
was elected Governor he was perfectly famil- 
iar, by long personal and political association 
with the Canal Ring, of the robberies and 
frauds which for thirty years had been com- 
mitted upon the people of New York. He 
knew who were the guilty men, and knew 
where he could put his hand on the evidence 
of their guilt. He published a history of the 
canal frauds, all of which had been written 
over and over again; Sam Trupen told noth- 
ing new, but he promised to put all the guilty 
men in the State’s Prison, set aside all the 
illegal contracts, and make those who had 
robbed the State pay back the millions they 
had taken. Now, what has he done in this 
work of reform? He appointed Commis- 
sioners and special counsel, to whom he has 
paid out of the State Treasury $100,000. 
Money recovered, none; suits to recover, 
two,—one of which was dismissed, and 
the other has never been tried; con- 
tracts set aside, none; guilty robbers tried 
and convicted, one. The totabresult of the 
administrative reforms with which he has 
been identified is the conviction of one dis- 
honest contractor, of the name of Lonrp, a 
Democrat. The conviction of this man has 
a history which illustrates Truprw’s notions 
of reform. The Lorp family is a large one, 
exercising great political power in New York; 
is all Democratic, has been in the canal 
frauds a long time, is very rich, and, 
from the father down tothe sons and the 
collaterals, has always been personally op- 
posed to TDR. Torx, who might have 
convicted a score of persons, selected one of 
the sons of the veteran Democratic leader of 
Western New York, and had him convicted. 
No sentence has been passed upon him, and 
he is at large, and the opposition of the Lorp 
family to To has been silenced, and will 
remain so while Ton is a candidate. How 
many others made their peace with Tors 
before conviction we cannot say, but no one 
has ever been brought to trial except young 
Lorp, the son of Trupxn’s veteran Demo- 
cratic enemy. That is the beginning and end, 
the sum total and substance, of TH. DIN“! great 
‘‘ administrative reforms in the Government 
of which Iam the Executive.” The whole 
criminal law of the State has been used to 


crush out and silence the opposition of a sin- | 


gle Democratic family, and the conviction is 
held over that family to insure its silence 
until after tho election. And Tro had the 
face to claim the character of an experi- 
enced reformer upon this single result of 
two years’ arduous labors. . 

This false reputation as a reformer, and 
which TD knows personally to be false 
and wholly undeserved, and resting exclu- 
sively upon a trick as disgraceful to him as an 
Executive as it is base and malignant in him 
as an individual, is the entire stock in trade 
of Sam Ton. He has used his office ex- 
clusively to compel men to give him a polit- 
ical support, using for that purpose the 
whole machinery of the criminal law, and 
his entire reform is confined to this one 
purpose. No greater abuse of Executive 
power was ever committed by any man, 
especially in the name of Rzerorm.

original bills, provides 

purchase out of surplus funds and the issue 
of $20,000,000 in silver, providing, however, 
that not more than $1,000,000 shall be pur- 
chased at any one time. This is really 
adding $20,000,000 to the currency of the 
country, but it seems to be justified by the 
urgent necessities of the country for more 
small money, and, as it will necessarily come 
out very slowly, the effect of the inflation 
will not be perceptible. Indeed, in the long 
run, since the bill limits the total issue of 
silver to $50,000,000, including that which 
shall be exchanged for fractional currency, 
and as no more fractionals can be issued, it 
is probable that the volume of money will 
not exceed what it has been. Silver will be 
the small change of the country, and the 
fractionals not exchanged therefor will wear 
out and disappear. So, probably, the best 
thing Congress can do is to pass the Silver 
bill agreed upon in the Conference Com- 
mittee. 


OUR EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS. 

An interesting feature of the ‘first day's 
proceedings of the National. Educational As- 
sociation, now in session in Baltimore, was 
the portion of the opening address by the 
President, of the Association, WILAAK E. 
Pups, of Winona, Minn., devoted to » com- 
parative statement of educational progress 
during the past hundred years of our history. 
A resume of his statement will be valuable 
for reference. In 1776 there were but nine col- 
leges in the United States; now there are 400 
colleges and universities, with 57,000 students 
and 3,700 Professors and teachers. Then 
little or nothing was done for the education 
of woman; now there are 209 female sem- 
inaries, with 23,445 students and 2,285 teach- 
ers. At that time professional schools were 
unknown; now there are 322 professional 
schools, with 23,280 students and 2,490 
teachers. Then there were no normal 
schools; now there are 124, with 24,405 
students and 966 teachers. Then there 
were no commercial colleges ; now there are 
127, with 25,892 students and 577 teachers. 
The secondary and schools were 
almost unknown then; now there are 1,122, 
with 100,593 pupils and 6,163 teachers. The 
school population of that day is unknown, 
but at present it is more than 18,000,000, 
and the school enrollment now amounts to 
8,000,000. The total income of the public 
schools at present is $82,000,000; expend- 
itures, $75,000,000; value of property, 
$165,000,000. The figures above given are 
very eloquent as showing what has been ac- 
complished, but the following extract from 
the report is quite as eloquent in showing 
that much yet remains to be done before 
the whole field of education is fully occupied 

and developed. The report says: 

Thd number of illiterates by the census of 1870 
above the age of 10 years was, in round numbers, 
5,500,000. Of these more than 2,000,000 were 
adults; upward of 2,000,000 more were from 15 
to 21 years of age, and 1,000,000 were between 10. 
and 15 years old. Of the number between 15 and 
21 years, it is estimated that about one-half have 
passed the opportunity for education, and, since it 
is well understood that a large proportion of the chil- 
dren in this country leave the schools perhaps at an 
average age of 10 or 12 years, the conclusion is ir- 
resistible that tens of thousands of those who are 
reported as illiterates between 10 and 15 years of 
age will forever remain so. Of the 930,000 illit- 
erate persons between 15 and 21 years of age who 
have passed their opportunities for instruction, 
137,000 are in the Northern States, 15, 000 in the 
Pacific and 778 000 in the Southern. 


The great majority of illiterate persons in 
the South—over three-fourths—emphasizes 
the point so often made by Tue CMO 
Taru of the influence of ignorance in 
restraining the material growth of the South 
and continuing the anarehy and disorder that 
have prevailed in some sections since the 
close of the War. Going still further into 
details, the educational reports from the 
South, a summary of which was printed in 
the June number of the Atlantic Monthly, 
showed that the lowest standard of education 
prevailed in Louisiana, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Texas, and South Carolina. It adds to the 
force of the argument that these States have 
been the principal locality of blood. 
shed, terrorism, and anarchy, and that 
their industrial and general mate- 
rial growth has been excessively 
small, as compared with the other Southern 
States, where some attention has been paid to 
education. The reports from Georgia show her 
educational standard to be the highest. Her 
moral, social, industrial, and commercial 
standards are likewise the highest. The 
Southern social philosophers may find food 
for chought in these educational statistics, 


REGULARS OR RANGERS. 

Gen. Suzrman is reported as having ex- 
pressed an opposition to the scheme already 
favored by many Western Congressmen for 
accepting the services of volunteer Rangers 
to assist the army in the war against the 
Sioux Indians. There are certainly some se- 
rious objections to the plan, though the 
Rangers would make a quick and effective 
campaign against Srrrꝶmo Bor and his mur- 
derous savages. One of these objections is 
that the Government would have another 
war legacy on its hands, which would last 
forty or fifty years after the Sioux had been 
whipped and the war ended. Every man 
who is now anxious and eager to have his 
services accepted for a specified sum of mon- 
ey would hereafter become clients of the 
claiin- agents. Soon after being mustered out 
the claim-agents would organize a campaign 
against the Treasury for land-scrip, and next 
for unpromised bounties. The widows and 
relatives of the men who would happen 
to get killed or die in hospital 
would come in for pensions during 
their lives. For the next score of years, as 
fast as the men themselves lost their health 
from any cause, the claim-agents would pro- 
cure for them physicians’ certificates that the 
failing health was due to the hardships en- 
countered in the Sioux campaign. After the 
lapse of a certain period, the claim-agents 
would bully and wheedle Congress into putting 
all the survivors or their widows on the 
pension list for the remainder of their lives. 
By these and similar devices, the original 
cost of, say, $10,000,000 for for 
fighting the Sioux would swell to $40,000,000 
or $50,000,000 before the country would see 
the end of it. This has been the 
of the American people in all former wars. 
We have just about got through settling 
up the claims of the Revolutionary War, 
although we are celebrating the end of the 
first century. We haven't yet exhausted the 
stock of pensioners and claimants left to us 
by the War of 1812. The veterans” of 
the Mexican War are in their prime, and 
their wives, children, and relatives are as the 
sands of the sea-shore. Of course, we have 
only begun on the War of the Rebellion, and 
another Centennial will be celebrated before 
the United States shall be done with the 
swelling bounties and pensions growing 
out of it. 

We can scarcely afford to add to the stock 
of claimants several thousand Rangers, unless 
it shall become absolutely necessary.

STANLEY is onee more lost. The last that 
was heard from him was in April, 1875, and then 
he was on the eve of exploring the Albert 
N’yanza Lake, from thence passing into the Tan- 
ganyika, through the connection the existence 
of which he has always maintained. The Royal 
Geographical Society of London, however, has 
received the intelligence that Col. Gorpon has 
succeeded in placing a small steamer on the 
Albert N’yanza, and circumnavigated it, find- 
ing it to be a lake 140 miles in length and 50 
miles wide in the widest part, and also discoy- 
ering that there is no connection between it and 
the Tanganyika. The most important news 
which he communicates is, that he found no 
traces of STANLEY, and the announcement has 
caused great uneasiness his friends. 
Those who think that he is still alive are confi- 
dent that, finding there was no connection be- 
tween the two lakes, he struck across the coun- 
try 400 miles to the great Lualaba River, and 
will descend, via that river and the Congo, to 
the west coast. If this were his route, it would 
be some time yet before any tidings would be 
heard from him. Every one will hope that the

IMPEACHMENT.

YARYAN ON THE STAND.

Wasnmorox, D. C., July 12.—Yaryan, for- 
merly e hief of the Internal Revenue special 
agents, was again examined to-day by he 
Whisky Investigating Committee.

THE SCHENCK RESOLUTION.

United 
States Indian-Inspector Vandever, it appears, 
as reported by Indian-Agent Hastings, of the 
Red Cloud Agency, that about 400 Sioux and 
1,800 Cheyennes have quitted that Agency to 
join Sitting Bull and Crazy-Horse. The only 
pretext, Hastings reports, for the Sioux engag- 
ing in hostilities against the whites, is the ille- 
galand unwarranted occupation of the Black 
Hills. The Cheyennes of this Agency remained 
there quietly until afterthe attack upon the vil- 
lage d mostly of Cheyennes, by Gen. 
Crook in his first campaign. 

Vandever — ee epanes — Pe. 15 —— 
ney on thehoth ult., wit ed Clon pot 
nit on other Chiefs, at which he stated to them 
that before any more supplies were sent them they 
must relinguish all claim to the Black Hills. The 
Indians were present in large numbers, and lieten- 
ed to the talk with respectful attention, giving 

many signs of assent. 

The report states that the Indians, except the 
hostile bande in the north, seem to be willing to 
settle all difficulties by negotiation. The military 
expedition sent into their country last winter has 
stirred them up to active hostilities. The experi- 
ment is likely to cost more, ten times over, than it 
would have cost to secure the n uestion 
by a timely offer of compensation. he Indians 
of the Spotted Tail and Red Cloud Agencies have 
not at any time since the recent troubles commenc- 
ed, been inclined to join the hostiles of the North. 

** Bear Stand-Up, a Brule Indian of the Spot- 
ted Tail ncy, who was in Sitting Ball's camp 
from May 25 to June 15, made the following state- 
ment to the Agent at Spotted Tail: 

I talked with Sitting Bull before leavi Sit- 
ting Bull sends word that he does not intend to 
— — any one south of the Black Hills, but will 
fight the whites in that country as long as the ques- 
tion is unsettled, and, if not settled, as long as he 
lives. As soon as the Black Hills question is 
settled he wants my agent to send him word, and 
tell him what to do. ‘hen the rascality about the 
Black Hills is settled, then he will stop his ras 
cality.

CONFLICTING VIEWS AS TO THE WHEREABOUTS 
OF THE INDIANS. 

In the opinion of the most experienced officers it 
was not believed that any considerable, if any, 
force of Indians would be found on the Powder 
River; still there were a few, including Maj. Reno, 
who were confident that the main body of Sitting 
Bull’s forces would be encountered on Powder 
River. The general impression, however, is and 
has been, that on the Rosebud and the headwaters 
of the Little Big Horn Rivers the bostiles would 
be found. 

WHAT TERRY ORDERED RENO NOT TO DO. 

It was under this impression that Gen. Terry in 
framing the orders which were to govern 4 
Reno’s movements, explicitly and positively dl - 
rected that officer to confine himself to his orders 
and instructions, and ularly not to move in 
the direction of the Rosebud River, as it was feared 
such a movement, if prematurely made, might 
**flush the covey, it being the intention to em- 
ploy the entire cavalry force of the expedition, 
when the time arrived, to operate in the Valleys of 
the Rsoebud and Big Horn Rivers. ¢ Custer and 
most of his officers looked with little favor upon 
the movement up the Powder River, as, among 
other objections, it required the entire remaining 

rtion of the expedition to lie in idleness within 

wo marches of the locality where it was generally 
believed the hostile villages would be discovered on 
the Rosebud, the danger being that the Indians, 
ever on the alert, would discover the presence of 
the troo yet undiscovered—and take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to make their escape. 
RENO DISOBEYING POSITIVE ORDERS. 

Reno, after an absence of ten days, returned, 
when it was found, to the disgust and disappoint- 
ment of every member of the entire expedition, 
from the commanding General down to the lowest 
private, that Reno, instead of simply failing to ac- 
complish any good results, had so misconducted 
his force as to embarrass, if not serioasly and per- 
manently mar, ali hopes of future success of the 
expedition, He had not o deliberately and 
without a shadow of excuse failed to obey his 
written orders issued by Gen. Terry’s personal di- 
rections, but he had acted in positive disobedience 
to the strict injunctions of the department com- 
mander. Ins of conforming his line of march 
to the valleys and water-courses laid down in his 
written orders he moved hie command to thé mouth 
of Little Powder River, then across to Tongue 
River, and instead of fol] the latter stream 
down to its mouth, there to unite with the main 
command, he, forsome unaccountable and thus 
far unexplained reason, switched off from the pre- 
scribed course and marched across the country to 
the Rosebud, the stream he had been particularly 
cautioned not to approach.

Dunver, Col., July 5.—Yesterday was a jubi- 
lant day for Denver. The whole city was a- 
blossom with flags, and every eye was bright. 
Not only was the Centenary of our National 
Independence celebrated, but these Colorado- 


ans celebrated also the admission of their State. 


into the ranks of the sisterhood of honored 
Commonwealths. Every citizen was as proud 
as a boy with his first pair of trousers. One 
would suppose that the majority of 10,000 votes 
which decided, two days ago, that a new State 
Constitution be framed, had changed every 
Rocky-Mountain peak into ‘a chunk of 
solid silver, and that every 
of deserteand was covered by a 
‘cloth of gold; that every river was a running 
wine-cask, and every bog a huge honeycomb,— 
to see the airs these Westerners put on. 
“ COLORADO, THE CENTENNIAL STATE,” 
was the favorite motto of the day. It was 
quite opportune that, just as our mother was 
preparing to celebrate her 100th anniversary, 
this beautiful child of the mountains should be 
laid in her arms.

THE SOUTH PLATTE.
